Sudden Death ofa Citizen of Northe 
amptone-Northampton CourteeT he 

Crops of Herttord, Bertie aud 

Northampton. 

RicH SQUARE, X. C., 
Sept. 22, 1873. 

It is with sadness that [ chronicle 
thestrange and sudden death of Jiles 
Joyner, Esq., who died on Thursday 
last. On Thursday morning he seem- 
edt to be in perfect health, and visited 
a store several miles distant, and re- 
turned, he said, with the intention of 
roing tothe Roanoke fishing (stur- 
veoning.) Late in the following 
evening he was discovered by some 
nevroes, lying flat in his canoe, drift- 
ing down the river. They immedi- 
ately obtained a canoe and set out to 
overtake the drifting one. On reach- 
ing it, they found a lifeless man 
within, without any indications of 
life being taken, save by an Omnipo— 
tent hand. They immediately car- 
ried him to a neighboring house and 
made the facts Known. A jury of 
inquest Was then summoned to meet 
early on Friday morning. The day 
Was spent in search of evidence and 
facts, and closed without a decision, 
Saturday likewise. But early on 
Sunday, they decided that “He died 
a natural death.”’ 

‘There is an unusual amountof sick- 
ness in this county. The Northamp- 
ton Court was last week interrupted 
as the Judge was unable to preside n 
account of sickness. Our people all 
seem to be glad of the exchange of 
Watts for Albertson. The latter 
seems to be very popular among our 
people, Much business has already 
been transacted by his Honor, and at 
present both Stateand civil dockets 
are full. ‘The most important cases 
have yet appeared, are the Branch 
murder case, of this county ; the Sav- 
age murder case of Halifax county, 
and the suit of Johnson vs. S. & R. R. 
R., which I learn was decided in 
favor of the former. 

I have been recently traveling in 
the counties of Bertie and Hertford, 
and find the crops there, as in this 
county, materially damaged. The 
late rains have greatly injured it, in 
all sections. In places the rust has 
made its appearance, while in all cases 
it is backward and has shed many of 
its bolls. The corn and potato crops 
are generally good, Cotton is open- 
ing very fast in all sections, and many 
are busy picking out. 

The people ot this community are 
glad to learn that the Petersburg R. 
R. Company will place a steamer on 
the Roanoke soon to carry off their 
produce. And allow me to suggest to 
them, in conclusion, that it is but a 
short distance to build a Railroad to 
make connection from Chowan river 
to their road at Garysburg. Our people 
are in for it, and it would doubtless 
prove very beneficial to both parties, 
ete. W.

Return of the President—An IDrder to 
Purchase all Bonds Offered—Panic 
Believed to be at an End—Secre- 
tary Richardson Elated. 


A special to the Richmond Dispatch 
of yesterday morning gives the fol- 
lowing particulars as to the work’ ngs 
of ho bate money panic: 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The re- 
turn of the President this morning, 
and his consuliation with Secretary 
Richardson and other members of 
the Cabinet, resulted in an order to 
forward to New York to-night 32),- 
000,000, with directions to Assistant 
Treasurer Hillhouse, in that city, to 

urchase bonds as fast as they may be 
offered, without any regard as to the 
amount to be purchased. Beforenoon, 
the excitement had materially sub- 
sided here, and frequent telegrams 
from New York to the President and 
Secretary Richardson, congratulating 


them upon the result of their action 
showed that the panic was at an end 
there. Among these telegrams, was 


one from Vice-President Wilson to 
Secretary Richardson, congratulating 
8 and urging him to stand like a 


rock. 

Mr. Richardson seemed much elated 
over the result, and declared that the 
Treasury had plenty of money to pur- 
chase all bonds. He thought there 
would be no disastrous result from 
the panic, as the country was never 
in a more prosperous condition. ‘This, 
he said, was shown by the fact that 
there had been no request for aid from 
any quarter but New York, except 
some few solicitations from Philadel- 
phia and Washington ; but from the 
latter cities they were very slight. 
From the South or West there was 
nota appeal. 

Richardson is indisposed to say 
much upon the crisis, and asserts that 
when it is necessary for him to take 
any action he will do so without any 
flourish of trumpets, as the Govern- 
ment is right in this matter and he 
does not propose to make much fuss 
about coming to the relief of the 
market. As to the appeals of the 
bankers, he takes but little notice, de- 
claring that it is his duty to shape 
the policy of the Treasury without 
the aid of stock jobbers, as he terms

position of the RALEIGH NEws, we 
still insist that Jack and the other 
Modoe convicts should not be exe- 
cuted under the sentence of a Military 
Commission. Nor should they be 
executed until a full investigation is 
made as to the truth of the dark 
charges alleged the agents of 
the Government. Ifa tithe of these 
charges be true, some of these Indian 
agents should be made to hang along 
with JACK and his followers. 

The impression seems to prevail in 
certain circles that it is all right and 
proper to cheat Indians, and to shoot 
and murder them with impunity ; 
and that when, wiih the instinet im- 
planted in the worms of the dust, the 
Indians turn up and punish their 
persecutors, they forteit all claim to 
human sympathy and coiamisera- 
tion, anda war, ruthless, unrelenting, 
uncivilized, should be waged against 
the whole tribe. 

This unchristian spirit, which had 
its origin in the old Indian wars dur- 
ing the early settlement of the coun- 
try. has descended from sire to son, 
and has become so firmly rooted in 
the popular heart that the enlighten- 

influences of progress and refine- 
ment have not been able to entirely 
eradicate it. | 
In some of the Western counties of 
North Carolina a remnant of the 
dusky race that was once puissant 
and formidable in numbers, is still to 
be found. Their whole number does 
not probably exceed that of the Mo- 
doc tribe, and they have been strip- 
ped of their power and their posses- 
sions until they have become impo- 
tent and harmless. They are few in 
numbers—uneducated, ignorant and 
poor, and yet there are some 
white men living among them 
who allow no occasion to pass 
without defrauding and maltreating 
them. Nor are the Cherokees 
of North Carolina exempt from the 
outrages of the Government agents 
any more than are the Modocs of the 
West. There are now suits in the 
Federal Court of the Western Dis- 
trict of North Carolina, brought by 
these Indians to recover a portion of 
the fund due them by the Govern- 
ment, andof which they have been de- 
frauded by the corruption aud rascali- 
ty of the Federal agents. Not long 
since, the sum of forty eight thou- 
sand dollars was sent to this State as 


it, and did not know its purport. 
Says an old sener, who has lived in 
their country for a quarter acentu- 
ry past: The Modocs ave known as 
a fearless people, very punctilious, 
and always keep their word. They 
pledged one eno cher to die rather re- 
move to the stony and barren tract 
designated for them. ‘Bullet don’t 
hurt much; starve to death hurt 
heap;’ were the words of Jack.“ It 
Was, therefore, Well Known that 
bloodshed was to follow any altenipt 
to remove them. Notwithstanding 
all this, the troops marched to tiie 
camp of the Modes in the dead liour 
of night, with what object [need not 
state here. The result, however, was 
that the Indians, fearing a massacre, 
fled to the mountains, and from 
thence inaugurated a raid upon tne 
setilers, whom they considered tres- 
pussers.”’ 


WE notice with pleasure that a 
number of papers in this State have 
referred to or copied the communica- 
tion of a correspondent of the 
RALEIGH NEws, in regard to the ac- 
tion of North Carolina in moving 
first of all the States in favor of the 
Declaration of American Indepen- 
dence. And we are also gratified that 
this article is attracting attention in 
other States, and that the just claim 
of North Carolina is being everywhere 
acknowledged. 


The Washington Republican, 
which, notwithstanding its rabid 
polities, occasionally does the hand- 
some thing, comes to the rescue of 
North Carolina, and comments as fol- 


lows on the communication of our 
correspondent : 


The good people of North Caro- 
lina are just now disturbed by a dis- 
cussion relative to the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence. Ole 
records have been unearthed and 
long-forgotten data brought to light 

in. The result plain] y shows that 
whether or not North Carolina can 
claim the honor of the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of the 20th of May, 1774, 
or the resolutions of the 31st of May 
of the same year, concerning which 
the discussion originated, it is never- 
theless true that the State is still en- 
titled to the distinction of being the 
first to take official action in favor of 
the National Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. Referring to this subject, a 
correspondent of the RALEIGH NEws 
shows North Caro- 
lina, on the 12th day of April, 1776, 
‘empowered her delegates in Con- 
gress to concur with the other Colo- 
ilies in declaring independence and 
forming foreign alliances,” Tuis was

Sketches of Travel in Western North 
Carolina, by Our Traveling Core 
respondent. 


NUMBER NINE. 


There are mountains in Carolina of 
more towering height, but none so 
surpassingly autiful as the Roan 
Mountain in the county of Yancey. 
This summer it seems to have been 
the favorite with all the tourists. In 
order to reach the mountain you can 
stop at Marion Depot and buggy it to 
Bakersville, where a four-wheeled 
vehicle had better be discarded, and a 
strong pair of knee joints be substi- 
tuted in lieu thereof. I have philan- 
dered up and down much in my 
time, have done“ the sublime and 
enjoyed the beautiful, but certainly 
the mountain villages of Carolina 
never fail to take me by surprise, 
lying often ina broad sunny valley, 
With mountains at exactly the right 
distance, and a river in its bosom 
that is as delicate in its windings, and 
as suited to the charms it wanders 
among, asa vein in the transparent 
neck of beauty. The fields allaround 
them look so soft and genial, the 
grass so sward-like, the bridges so 
picturesque, the hedges so green, and 
the trees, no where so many and so 
luxuriant, so full-grown and majes- 
tic, that in the leafy mornings of 
summer, they seem fair earthly para- 
dises. You have but to ride into one 
of them, when the sun is blazing for 
2 moment through the firs and then 
disappearing, when the gorgeous 
changes of eve are coming over the 
clouds, the twilight stealing on with 
its melancholy gray, and when the 
Whippoorwills, birds of evening, are 
coming abroad like gentlemen in 
debt, to fancy yourself in the Typee 
valley, land locked by mountains and 
perfumed by the warm sea’s breath. 

The glorious mountain air that one 
breathes in this section is profoundly 
serene, sunny as the top of Olympus, 
heavenly pure, holy, and more in- 
vigorating than luxurious or balmy ; 
the sort of air that the visiting angels 
might have brought with them to the 
tent of Abraham. But the steep and 
rugged sides of the Roan is before me 
now with its tiara of blood-red maples 
flushing like a ‘Turk’s banner in the 
light. ‘The ascent, though seemingly 

‘rilous, is easily accomplished, it 
wing a trifle over three miles from 
the base proper to the top. Here aloft 
in cloud- — the eye is delighted with 
the emerald sheen of green and wav- 
ing grass. The dewy summit of 
Hymettus, though famed in song and 
story, must pale before this panorama 
of beauty. The cattle upon a thous- 
and hills could pasture here. As 
your eye sweeps over the landscape, 
see the blue smoke curling from 
iappy homes, nestling on the slopes 
of the numberless mountains grouped 
around, and wending upward like a 
wreath of incense from the low lying 
valleys at their base. Clouds, like 
draperies, are forever whirling around 
the hoary Bluff in a perpetual 
kaleidoscope of mist and rainbows 
and nothing can be more solemn and 
anthem-like than the moaning of the 
wind around the beetling crag. 
Cavernsas coolas those of Trophonius 
are scattered up and down its sides, 
The descent is abrupt and pre— 
cipitous, and from its long, green, 
savannah top, you see stretching 
westward froin you the noble State of 
Tennessee. Stray 2 lie on ever 
rock around. & plain, broad enough 
for toiling thousands to grow rich in, 
is landscaped at your feet. As the 
first gold tint of sunset steals into 
the sky, the mountain looksof green, 
purple and white, andthe west seems 
piled up with gold castles, — 
up the horizon with their burnishe 
pinnacles and turrets. The very birds 
in the trees seem wild with the beau- 
ty of the hour, and the whole scene 
over mountain and vale becomes a 
heaven of natural delight. An ca- 
gle’s nest above you with the mother 
bird screaming her note of defiance, 
the tiny snow birds covering little 
things all around you, rocks, trees 
giens and waterfails, wedded anc 
clustered together, make a spot one 
longs to see and is loath to leave. 

‘There are but few trees on the Roan 
and those but dwarf specimens. By 
careful estimate the summit of the 
mountain has been ascertained to be 
some six thousand and four hundred 
feet above sea-level. Though this 
mountain stands in a section of coun- 
try as yet uncut by railroads, you 
must not suppose its hoary desolation 
is attended by any deprivation of 
material comfort. Guides and cattle 
are always on hand—the former in- 
telligent and respectful, the latter ro- 
bust and wellt a ned. The surfieted 
epicure of the city will find his ap- 

tite sharpening every day, as his 
ips close over the dainty flesh of the 
scaleless audspeckled mountain trout, 
as he drains the creamy milk frm 
huge flagons, andas he nibbles the 
tit-bits from the plump breasts of 
grouse and pheasants, In close prox- 
imity to the Roan stands the Great 
Bald Mountain, less known from the 
almost impracticability of its ascent, 
but from, that very fact inviting as a 
fresh field, wherein to discover new 
wonders. There are comforts to be 
looked after in traveling well under- 
stood by an old campaigner, and but 
(oo often ignored by tyros. I would 
suggest tomy lady friends to leave 
silk dresses and fashion at home, 
snugly put away to be donned in Sa- 
joon and parlor, and to my trousered 
acquaintance to forego the pleasure 
of sporting a beaver, while out West. 
He who crawis to the summit of the 
Roan or Mitchel, and expects to en- 
joy the sun-rise or set, had better con- 
clude to do so in overhauls and wool- 
en mittens than in glossy cloth or 
silken scarf. The wind blows rather 
cool in these latitudes for starched 
frills and faney dresses. You might 
get rewarded for your devotion to the 
fickle goddess by a crick in the neck 
ora pain in the vertebral column. 
Fairies may trip it on the mountain 
dew and sleep without danger and 
without blankets in cold grottoes or 
on soft boards—it is their vocation, 
you see, but an appreciation of scene- 
ry, after all the romance, depends up- 
on the amount of animal comfort one 
is enjoying at the time. No matter 
how grand and imposing the land- 
scape, if one is hungry, visions of 
mutton chops and beef-steaks will 
obstruct the sight, and if one 
is cold, the angry flush = of 
of the sky, the soughing of the winds 
the bellowing of the thunder, will 
only call to mind the burning hearth 
with its blazing log and cracklin; 
ſagots. Born to love pigs anc 
chickens’? may be very unsentimen- 
tal, but it is perfectly human. | throw 
out these hints only to induce caution 
in this earthly world, where todo harm 
Is often laudable; to good sometimes 
Accounted dangerous folly.”
